THE TAPE DECK: Gary Dudash writes that all Radio Shack stores are having an 
outstanding sale until 4/27/81 . One item is their 3-motor solenoid reel deck, 
reduced from “500 to $300... Peter lollis, 1107 Robert Road, Wilson, N.C.27893, 
recommends that equalization be done on playback, NOT on the recording itself. 
it has been his experience that most equalization is way overdone. He has been 
getting an increasing number of tapes in whicha buzz or hiss has been neatly 
equalized oute-and the program content incidentally reduced to sonic:swampland. 
People should be aware that an eauelizer isn't a miracle machine...Contrary to 
prevailing wisdom, reels should NOT be stored Fightly wound, The rationale for 
tight winding is that it prevents wow due to the tape sagging during storage. 
Es has stored his tapes loosely wound for years--he runs them through once on 
fast forward or reverse before putting them away, and has never had any trouble 
with wow, However, loosely wound tepes will eliminate almost all crosstalk due 
to bleed—through. As a precaution, the tapes should be re-wound periodically-- 
Pate does this about once every six months for any tape he hasn't played during 
that tims...Pete is also looking for the complete run of "Moon Over Morocco," 
Poes anitbody have it for trade?
